- COLLEGE FOR SHANGHAL 
To the Editor of the a 

. No}rs-Oxms Dary News. 

8rm,—With your permission, I wish to 
bring to the consideration’ of your readers 
the establishment of .a college in-‘Shanghai 
for the teaching. to Chinose.of Western 
science and literature. Ido not think-that 
such a proposal has ever bofore been sub- 
mitted to the’ public, ‘perhaps because it 
was thought the time for it not come, 
but it seems to me that the present offers 
avery good opportunity to’ bring it before 
the notice of foreigners. and Chinese, and 
that-it should be availed of. :During the 
last ten years it has been ‘evident that at 
least a section of the governing powers in 
Peking and throughout the Empire have 
become more liberal in their'-views, and 
ready to avail themselves of the inventions 
and science of foreigners, and there is a 
prospect that they will advance -further 
than they have yet gone, before a long time 
has elapsed. So far as we can judge, think- 
ing Chinese approve of the progress which 
their rulers have made, and though-it has 
beon at arate of spéed much slower than 
would have been’ the, case elsewhere, every 
fair-minded observer must admit that it has 
been réal, while all who wish -well to the 
country hope that it will be continued on 
an extended ‘scale. 

It appears fo me that Shanghai is the best 
| place for the establishment of such a college 
ng I suggest, It is the residence. of a large, 
increasing, intelligent numbor of foreigners 
of all nations; it has rapid and gegular com- 
munication with some of the yiost populoua 
provinces, and it is situated ix/the wealthiest 
part of the i 
in it, or are likely to be soon catablished, 
many worka the study of. which would: be 
useful and interesting to Chinese youths, 
such as the ship-building yards, docks, and 
gas‘works; and in a little time the Water 
Company, will be in operation, while I
